Trekkies are attacking

F i e r c e , weapon-carrying Klingons marched 
through hallways while dealers sold cuddly Tribbles 
to starry-eyed Trekkies. 
Famous scientists and authors discussed writing or 
criticized television, while actors from the Star Trek 
television series met their fans from a life-size rep­ 
lica of the bridge of the Starship Enterprise. 
It was all part of the excitement Friday at Chi- 
cagoland’s first Star Trek convention. More than 
9,000 fans, Trekkies and science fiction lovers of all 
ages attended the opening of the three-day con­ 
vention at the Conrad Hilton hotel. 
Star Trek has been off network television since 
1968, but through syndication (including Channel 9 
locally) it has found a new generation of fans, every 
bit as loyal as those who originally tried to keep the 
show on television. 
“ We have initiated new loyalties since the show 
has been off,” sait Walter Koenig, who played En­ 
sign Chekov in the series. Koenig added that he be­ 
lieved the ratings were accurate seven years ago, 
and the show probably deserved to be taken off. 
“ Call me disloyal, but that’s what I believe,” Koe­ 
nig said. 
Koenig said he feels the show would do much bet­ 
ter on television today. The thought of about six 90- 
minute shows a year appeals to him, he said. 
LEONARD NIMOY, who played the logical, alien 
Mr. Spock, said Star Trek failed because of its time 
slots. 
“ The mistake was in scheduling — an honest, 
maybe stupid mistake. They moved us from a me­ 
diocre spot to a bad spot to a worse spot,” Nimoy 
said. 
Most Trekkies wonder if the show will ever get 
back on television, or if there will be a movie. Ni­ 
moy said Star Trek creator 
Gene 
Roddenberry 
wrote a script for a movie which was rejected. A 
second writer is expected to be brought in to write 
the tale, which would take place two years after 
the Enterprise’s original five-year 
mission 
had 
ended. 
The show’s stars and fans seem to share an equal 
love of the series. The fans’ faces shine as they meet 
the stars and the actors “ love it,” as James Doohan 
said. Doohan, who played Engineer Scott, said, “ We 
go to bed exhausted, completely emotionally drained 
after meeting the fans.”

THE STAR TREK convention phenomenon arose 
from the older, less fanatic science fiction con­ 
ventions. The SF conventions are typically smaller, 
however, some 15,000 fans, at $20 each for the week­ 
end, are expected to attend this convention. 


One convention highlights will be the costume con­ 
test tonight, although many Trekkies were in cos­ 
tume Friday as they attended the various lectures 
and screenings of science fiction films. All 79 Star 
Trek episodes also are being shown. 
Security guards, dressed as Klingons (the “ bad 
guys” of interspace), hustle the celebrities from one 
appearance to another with a minimum hassle. The 
tribbles being sold are copies of the little furry-ball 
creatures that wreaked havoc in one episode when 
they reproduced faster than rabbits. 
The convention was organized by Lisa Boynton, a 
35-year-old tax accountant who says Star Trek is 
special because “ it offered us an alternative to our 
present world.” 
There is a strong sense of moral right and wrong 
in addition to adventure she said, adding the starship 
crew offers “ a microcosm of humanity” with people 
of different races working together. 


AT THE SAME time the world of Star Trek’s “ star 
date” science fiction often was a theater for social 
comment, with episodes confronting contemporary 
issues like race relations, the Vietnam War and even 
Communism versus democracy. 
But even in an unearthly setting of atom-dis­ 
assembling “ transporters,” travel at the speed of 
light, “ phaser” weapons which could disintegrate 
matter in seconds and super-nuclear power, Capt. 
James T. Kirk and crew still could manage a touch 
of humor and simplicity. 
There were,for example, those moments when his 
human half got the better of unemotional Mr. Spock 
— to the delight of Kirk and company. And even 
though the medical field had conquered most of the 
dread killers, and he couldn't cure the common 
cold. Dr. McCoy was still just “ Bones” -

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Nearby parks 
asked to support 
track annex bid

The Arlington Heights Park Board 
is seeking support from two neighbor­ 
ing park districts in an effort to annex 
the Arlington Park Race Track. 
The park board plans to meet with 
representatives of the Palatine and 
Rolling Meadows park districts to dis­ 
cuss disconnecting the race track 
from the Salt Creek Rural Park Dis­ 
trict and annexing it to the Arlington 
Heights Park District. 
Salt Creek Park District officials 
have filed written protests to the 
threatened- loss of its main source 
of revenue — about $40,000 a year. 
The Salt Creek Park District, which 
lies in all three municipalities, would 
be divided among the three park dis­ 
tricts if the race track is annexed to 
the Arlington Heights Park District. 
P A R K BOARD 
representatives 
from the Palatine and Rolling Mead­ 
ows park districts have said they sup­ 
port efforts of the Arlington Heights 
Park District to annex the race track 
and would welcome the additional 
land and residents from the Salt 
Creek Park District. 
Lloyd Meyer, 
Arlington Heights 
Park Board president, said the board 
“ wants to make certain of the support 
from these two nearby park districts. 
If they are also interested in dis­ 
solving the Salt Creek Park District, 
as they seemed to be several years 
ago, then we can count on their sup­ 
port.” 
Representatives of the Arlington 
Heights, Palatine and Rolling Mead­ 
ows park boards agreed in 1969 that 
the Salt Creek Park District should be 
dissolved and divided among them for 
“ the benefit of all,” said Thomas 
Thornton, park district director. 
The Arlington Heights Park Board 
may request officials of the other two 
park districts to send letters of sup­ 
port to Arlington Heights village offi-

Creek Park District officials to attend 
the joint park district meeting when it 
is set up this week “ to make their 
feelings known.” 
The Arlington Heights village offi­ 
cials have also requested that the Salt 
Creek Park District officials speak in 
the proposed race track annexation at 
the Sept. 8 meeting. 
Henry Deihl, Salt Creek Park Board 
president, said he and other park dis­ 
trict officials plan to meet with the 
Arlington Heights Village Board on 
the proposed annexation. 
SALT CREEK officials would like to 
meet with representatives of the other 
park districts but have not heard 
from them yet on the meeting, he 
said. 
“ We’re not pleased that everybody 
is coming in and interfering with our 
tranquility. Our people are satisfied 
with the programs and we have the 
lowest tax rate of the surrounding dis­ 
tricts,” he said. 
Deihl said a letter was recently sent 
to surrounding park districts 
in­ 
dicating “ we do intend to stay a vi­ 
able park district.” 
“ I hope they understand they’re 
causing problems when we’re trying 
to get prepared for a referendum. 
This could interfere with our plans 
and could be a cause for litigation,” 
Deihl said. 
THE SALT CREEK Park Board 
plans a referendum on a proposed 
tennis and pool complex at Lake Irene 
near 111. Rt. 53 and Northwest High­ 
way as soon as the Metropolitan Sani­ 
tary District gives approval. The MSD 
is in the process of buying the lake 
and surrounding property for water 
retention as part of the Sait Creek 
Water Shed Project. 
The race track provides at least 
one-third of the park district’s yearly 
$135,000 in revenue. 
Madison 
Square 
Garden 
Corp., 
to agree to move the facility from 
owners of the race track, would have 
one park district to another under 
state law. 
In the past, William Moore, attor­ 
ney for Madison Square Garden, has 
objected to disconnecting the race 
track from the Salt Creek Park Dis­ 
trict, labeling the move “ an act of 
piracy.” 


Dist. 59 strike vote possible next week

A strike vote may be taken by the 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 Teach­ 
ers’ Council Friday depending on the 
outcome of this week’s negotiating 
sessions. 
Salary increases and a reduction-in- 
force clause are the main issues. The 
district is one of 70 listed as being 
“ critical” by the Illinois Education 
Assn., a statewide teachers’ union. 
The contract is not expected to be 
completed before school starts Sept. 2, 
and teachers will meet Friday to de­ 
cide whether they will go to work 
without a contract. 
“ Our two big things are wages and 
the layoff clause,” said Toni Kane, 
chief negotiator for the teachers’ 
council. She said the school board has 


said it wants to retain the right to de­ 
cide how to lay off tenured teachers 
once nontenured teachers are laid off. 


“ We want guarantees in the con­ 
tract,” she said. The district’s declin­ 
ing enrollment means tenured teach­ 
ers will be laid off in the near future, 
she said, and teachers want a clause 
spelling out the procedure to be used.

and only negotiate money, she said. 
The board also proposed a 2 per cent 
cost-of-living increase she said.

Advances topped declines, 
990 to 381, among the 1,754 issues 
crossing the tape.

SOME SHORT covering — replac­ 
ing borrowed shares sold earlier — 
and bargain hunting propped up many 
glamors and blue chips. But analysts 
were discouraged by the NYSE report 
Thursday that short interest fell 
sharply in the latest reporting month, 
indicating the market did not have a 
strong base.

Costs cause 
transit woes 
for elderly 


Regional Transportation Authority 
board members agree the Chicago 
area has not done enough to help 
handicapped and elderly persons use 
public transportation, but they cite 
high costs as a serious obstacle. 


The board discussed the issue at a 
special meeting Friday and consid­ 
ered possible RTA action in con­ 
junction with federal guidelines ex­ 
pected to be issued this fall. 


Jud Lawrie of the Chicago Transit 
Authority research staff said the area 
has three alternatives: make all exist­ 
ing systems completely accessible 
through ramps, elevators and other 
equipment; develop a completely sep­ 
arate service with its own buses and 
equipment; or use a combination of 
the two programs. 


ALL PROPOSALS are expensive, 
Lawrie said, “and it must be realized 
that accessibility is a very long-term 
thing.” 


Federal regulations are expected 
soon from the Urban Mass Trans­ 
portation Administration, Lawrie said, 
and similar legislation has been in­ 
troduced in Congress. Either way, the 
Chicago area agencies will have to 
provide handicapped and elderly ser­ 
vices or forego federal grants for 
transit operations. 


The RTA already has applied for 
$50.5 million in operating subsidies to 
be used on the OTA and the suburban 
systems. 


RTA Chairman Milton Plkarsky 
said Chicago has several programs in 
the works, and an existing reduced 
fare for elderly persons. 


A small dial-a-ride system soon will 
be operated as a test project in the 
Chicago area, Lawrie said. 


THE RTA AND other Chicago 
agencies have been charged with fail­ 
ing to work toward meeting the needs 
of the handicapped and elderly and 
there are the defendants in the newest 
of a series of suits against major 
cities in the United States. 


RTA board members said the RTA 
will be responsible for coordinating or 
assisting in programs for the elderly 
and handicapped, but the funding will 
have to come from federal and local 
sources.

ure with work Friday as he neared 
the end of his 15-day working vaca­ 
tion. He took a tennis lesson in the 
early morning and played a couple 
sets before returning to his house for 
meetings with several advisers and 
speech writers before heading out to a 
private golf course for his 10th round 
in 12 days. 
The President plans to leave Vail, 
Colo., Sunday to fly to Montana where 
he will speak on the energy situation 
and throw a switch starting a hydro­ 
electric project powered by the Libby 
Dam. 
Press. Sec. Ron Nessen said Cana­ 
dian energy minister Donald S. Mac­ 
donald would participate in the cere­ 
monies and that the two leaders 
would have time for some brief pri­ 
vate discussions that could deal with 
Canada’s decision to phase out oil ex­ 
ports to the United States by 1983. 
He said the Ford-Macdonald dis­ 
cussions also could involve possible 
construction of a natural gas pipeline 
across Canada to bring the gas from 
Alaska down to the rest of the nation. 
But he said he expected no major de­ 
cisions after that session. 
First Lady Betty Ford is writing a 
reply to those who have written her 
about the candid views she has ex­ 
pressed about her personal life in re­ 
cent interviews, her press secretary 
said.

arms around Egypt’s President An­ 
war Sadat Friday and said progress 
was being made toward a new Israeli- 
Egyptian peace pact designed to 
thwart a new Middle East war. 
On the first day of his latest diplo­ 
matic shuttle, Kissinger spent five 
hours conferring in Jerusalem with Is­ 
raeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
and then flew to Sadat’s summer cap­ 
ital on the Mediterranean. 
Two of Egypt’s Arab partners, Syr­ 
ia and Jordan, meanwhile, announced 
the formation of a joint military com­ 
mand and rejected any partial peace 
settlement with Israel, severely jol­ 
ting Kissinger’s shuttle mission. 
Kissinger plans to visit both coun­ 
tries in the next few days and is ex­ 
pected to seek clarifications on the 
joint declaration. 
Sadat and Kissinger embraced each 
other warmly, their heads touching 
cheeks in a greeting as old as this city 
of Alexander the Great. 
“ I am hopeful,” Kissinger said. “ I 
have the impression there is a gap but 
it is narrowing.” 
The two met for two hours and 45 
minutes and afterwards the Egyptian 
president said there had been “ some 
progress, 
but some 
problems 
re­ 
main.” 
Kissinger is expected to meet with 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Ismael 
Fahmi today and again with Sadat 
Sunday. 
From Jerusalem he brought-Rabin’s 
terms for a pact Kissinger sees as the 
cornerstone of a Middle East peace. 
Some differences remained but Kis­ 
singer was urging both sides closer to 
agreement.

They said, however, that the pledge 
was “ not an automatic decision but a 
decision to go into consultations on 
the form of the aid. It is not a defense 
pact.” 
U.S. officials said Kissinger would 
fly to Damascus today for talks with 
Syrian leaders before making a sec­ 
ond Jerusalem visit tonight. 
Monday, he is expected to fly via 
Cairo to Saudi Arabia. A visit to Jor­ 
dan also was set up but no date was 
announced. Kissinger also planned at 
least one more trip to Jerusalem and 
a minimum of one more hop to Alex­ 


andria.

Plan set for energy research body

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The ad- 
ministration has drawn up tentative 
plans to create a quasi-public corpo­ 
ration that would funnel $100 billion 
into projects designed to eliminate 
U.S. dependence on foreign energy 
sources, it was learned Friday. 
Administration sources said the pro­ 
posed agency, called the Energy Re­ 
sources Finance Corp., would be fun­ 
ded by the Treasury Dept. They said 
it would be an independent body ex­ 
empt from taxation, annual congres­ 
sional review and Civil Service regu­ 
lations. 
“ This corporation is intended to fi­ 
nance the development of new energy 
sources and then go out of business,” 
one source said. He said the corpo­ 


ration might need to exist for about IO 
years. 
A rough outline of the plan was pre­ 
sented to President Ford two weeks 
ago by Vice President Nelson Rock­ 
efeller, sources said. They said the 
plan has since been “ fleshed out” at 
Ford’s instructions. 
At Vail, Colo., White House Press 
Sec. Ron Nessen confirmed Ford had 
reviewed the plan. He said the Presi­ 
dent would decide whether to adopt it 
after he returns to Washington Tues­ 
day. 
Nessen said, however, the unusual 
finance corporation proposal was only 
one of several ideas under consid­ 
eration for assuring development of 
the new energy sources needed to free 


the United States from its dependence 
on foreign oil. 


Sources said the proposed corpo­ 
ration would provide capital to pri­ 
vate and public organizations to de­ 
velop promising new energy supplies. 
They said the 
parent 
organization 
could set up its own wholly owned 
subsidiary corporations to “ produce, 
acquire, carry, sell or otherwise deal 
in energy-related commodities and 
materials.” 


Nessen indicated funding for new 
energy development might involve the 
floating of bonds rather than direct 
federal financing. He said the presi­ 
dent asked his aides to come up with 
“ more specific ideas” that he could 


look over after his return to Washing­ 
ton. 
Also Friday, Alan Greenspan, chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers, said July’s 1.2 
per cent jump in the cost of living did 
not signal the start of a new era of 
double-digit inflation. He said his in­ 
formation for August, including food 
and gasoline prices, indicates the rate 
of inflation will drop. 
A l s o , Defense Sec. Jam es R. 
Schlesinger left Friday for official vis­ 
its to South Korea and Japan to dis­ 
cuss problems of mutual security. 
Schlesinger said he would visit 
South Korean President Park Chung- 
Hee and Japanese Prime Minister

Fighting erupts 
in Portuguese 
Asian colony 


MACAO (UPI) — Fierce new fight­ 
ing was reported between rival politi­ 
cal factions Friday in civil warfare 
raging in Portuguese Timor. Austra­ 
lia sent warships to the Asian colony 
to organize a sea evacuation of some 
1,000 whites. 
Radio reports received at this Por­ 
tuguese enclave on the China main­ 
land said at least five persons had 
been killed in fighting in Dili, capital 
of Portuguese Timor. 
A communique from Dili, relayed 
by the only existing radio link to 
Macao, said 30 persons were injured 
in the latest battle and several houses 
were burned down. It said the casu­ 
alties probably were higher but a full 
count was impossible. 
Dili was without water and electric 
power, and refrigerated food supplies 
were decaying in the capital where 
Portugal’s effective control dwindled 
to a tiny neutral area near the harbor. 
Even the 
government-run hospital 
was without power. 
Timor, under Portuguese adminis­ 
tration since 1585, has been the scene 
of a power struggle among three par­ 
ties for ll days after the Democratic 
Union, which favors continued links 
with Portugal, seized key positions in 
and around the capital. 
The move was aimed at stopping 
the Revolutionary Front for Indepen­ 
dent East Timor — Fretelin, a Marx­ 
ist party which seeks outright inde­ 
pendence — from seizing control of 
the territory. 
A third movement, Apodeti, wants 
to integrate the colony with neighbor­ 
ing Indonesia but as far as is known 
has not been involved in the fighting. 
The latest gun battle was between 
supporters of the Democratic Union 
and Fretelin, the communique said. 


LISBON (UPI) — Communists fired 
into a hostile crowd in northern Por­ 
tugal Friday and a bomb wrecked a 
government radio transmitter on the 
Atlantic island of Madeira. In Lisbon, 
pro-Communist Prime Minister Vasco 
Goncalves mounted a new offensive to 
hang onto power. 
Political informants said Goncalves 
warned the ruling military that Por­ 
tugal faced the alternative of keeping 
his government in office or risking a 
military coup. 
In the northern city of Braganza, 
Communists fired with shotguns into a 
crowd gathered outside after a small 
bomb exploded in the local Commu­ 
nist party headquarters. 
Police said the shots wounded four 
or five persons, two critically. Police 
had to evacuate the Communists who 
were attacked by the crowd as they 
ran for the protection to a local mili­ 
tary base. The crowd then ransacked 
the building and turned its contents 
into a street bonfire. The Braganza 
hospital said at least eight persons 
were injured in the violence. 
On the Portuguese island of Ma­ 
deira, 600 miles southwest of Lisbon, 
a bomb wrecked the local radio trans­ 
mitter. A spokesman for the state-run 
radio and television service said no 
one was hurt. 
Officials speculated the bomb might 
have been set off by separatists who 
want independence for Madeira. 
A 
similar independence movement in 
the Azores, another Portuguese island 
group further west in the Atlantic, has 
been increasingly active in recent 
weeks. 
Political informants said Premier 
Goncalves delivered his warning of a 
possible coup shortly before holding 
what was billed as a crucial meeting 
of his cabinet. Government officials 
said the cabinet approved yet another 
left-leaning program designed to res­ 
cue the country from its drawn-out 
political and economic crisis. 
All signs indicated an approaching 
showdown between Goncalves backed 
by his Communist supporters, the 
moderates in the armed forces, and 
the extreme leftists led by military 
security chief Gen. Otelo Saraiva de 
Carvalho.

Seedless fruit— best of 2 trees 


Andy sends a complete 20-volume 
set of the Merit Students Encyclo­ 
pedia to Robert Suitto, age IO, of 
Schenectady, N.Y., for his question: 


HOW DO W E GET NEW TREES 
FROM NAVAL ORANGES? 


The world is facing shortages of hu­ 
man food supplies. This is sad, but 
sensible folk refuse to sit down and 
cry about it. Instead, those who have 
a back yard or even a flower pot get 
busy and strive to grow some for 
themselves. Aside from leaving more 
store-bought food for others, these fas­ 
cinating projects tempt us to explore 
other mysteries of the plant world. 
Oranges, of course, cannot survive the 
cool winters in New York. But your 
splendid apples and peaches do not 
sprout from seeds or pits, either. 
Nowadays we take our wide variety 
of delicious fruits for granted. But all 
of them started out as scraggly wild 
trees, bearing sour little fruits or ber­ 
ries. They were pampered, coddled 
and improved by countless gener­ 
ations of patient gardeners. And the 


most important discovery was a clev­ 
er device called grafting. 
A seedling from an orange or apple 
bears the same sour little fruits of its 
ancestors. Lnng ago some unknown 
genius made a fantastic discovery. A 
twig from one tree can be grafted to 
grow from the stem of another tree of 
a similar type. The two-in-one tree 
keeps the root system from the old 
stem — and its boughs produce the 
sort of fruit on the tree from which 
the twig was taken. 


Meantime, 
better 
orchard 
trees 
were selected and improved. But of­ 
ten the seedlings reverted to wild an­ 
cestors and often the pampered root 
systems were weak. Both problems 
are solved by grafting. A sturdy an­ 
cestral type is selected to provide the 
stock, or root system. It is cut down 
to a few inches above the ground. 


A twig, or scion, is taken from the 
tree that bears lush oranges or some 
other fruit. It is grafted to provide the 
trunk and boughs, which bear superi­ 
or-type fruit. 


Grafting works because growth oc­ 
curs in a slim layer of cells below the 
bark. When properly sliced and sealed 
in place, these special cells grow to­ 
gether and merge to create the two- 
in-one tree. Seedless oranges and 
most other orchard trees inherit stur­ 
dy root systems from wild-type ances­ 
tors, plus boughs that bear fruit just 
like the pampered types.

There’s confusion on heart block 


Would you please explain to me 
what heart block is? Where it can oc­ 
cur and what causes it? I have a 
friend with this problem and don’t 
know whether it is serious or not. 


There is a lot of confusion about 
heart block, because there are several 
different kinds and all can be caused 
by several different medical condi­ 
tions. 


You can have a block in the special 
nerve-like conduction to either the 
right or left side of the heart. These 
are classified as right or left bundle 
branch block depending on which is 
involved. The right bundle branch 
block is more common and may oc­ 
cur in young, healthy people without 
any other indication of heart trouble. 


Both right and left bundle branch 
block can be caused by an old in­ 
flammation of the heart with a child­ 
hood disease or from such serious 
problems as a recent heart attack. 


The treatment of right or left 
bundle branch block depends on what 
causes it. When found in a young, 
apparently healthy person, there is 
nothing to do. If it is from an acute 
heart attack the job is to treat the 
heart attack. When it develops from 
inflammation of the heart in a child 
with rheumatic fever, the job is to

treat the rheumatic fever. So really, 
you don’t treat right or left bundle 
brach block, but the condition that 
causes it, if any treatment is needed. 


Then you can have a block between 
the upper chambers of the heart (at­ 
ria) and the lower chambers (ven­ 
tricles). These are called A V block. 
The block interferes with the trans­ 
mission of the normal impulse from 
the upper chambers to the lower 
chambers to cause the heart to beat. 
The lower chambers are responsible 
for pumping the blood. 
The block can mean that the con­ 
duction between the upper and lower 
chambers is merely slowed, and this 
will not have a major effect on the 
function of the heart, or, the block can 
be such that some of the impulses to 
cause a heartbeat do not get through 
at all and finally all of the impulses 
can be blocked so that the lower 
chambers have to run independently 
from the upper chambers. This is 
called complete AV block. 
In complete AV block, or even tran­ 


sitory episodes of it, the lower cham­ 
bers may beat too slow and lead to 
inadequate circulation to the brain. 
This may cause fainting and con­ 
vulsions. It is complete AV block that 
often requires the use of a pacema­ 
ker. The electronic gadget constantly 
stimulates the lower pumping cham­ 
bers at a rate fast enough to be sure 
the circulation is adequate and to pre­ 
vent fainting and convulsions or other 
problems. 


The AV block group, slowed con­ 
duction, some blocked beats, and 
complete block, can all be caused by 
inflammation of the area of con­ 
duction between the upper and lower 
chambers. They can be caused by 
some medicines and the simple slow­ 
ing can be induced in some normal 
people by such simple things as 
breathholding. In older people the 
most common cause is atherosclerotic 
heart disease with fatty-cholesterol 
deposits in the arteries of the heart. 
The area of specialized conduction tis­ 
sue is either damaged, as in a heart 
attack, or doesn’t get adequate circu­ 
lation, leading to the block.

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Circus ordered to give up books 


The owners of a circus charged with 
violating state charitable trust laws 
were ordered Friday to turn over fi­ 
nancial records of two recent per­ 
formances in Schaumburg to the Illi­ 
nois Attorney General’s office. 


Circuit Court Judge Nathan Cohen 
also extended a restraining order pre­ 
venting the Carson and Barnes Circus 
Co. from removing any funds raised 
during the performances from the 
bank or the state. 


The restraining order was issued 
this week after the attorney general’s 
office filed suit against the circus 
owners. Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. 
Scott charged the owners with forcing 
the Schaumburg Lions Club into an 
illegal contract for two performances 
Monday. Scott said the contract is a 
“clear violation” of laws requiring 
charities to receive at least 75 per 
cent of gross receipts of such events. 


Scott also is seeking to nullify the 
contract and obtain more money for 
the Lions Club. Donald Mulack, chief 
of the charitable trust division, said 
he will “do everything I can to see 


Strike looms 
in Dist. 21 
pact talks 


Teachers and board members in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 hope 
to negotiate a new contract before 
school starts Aug. 29, but the possi­ 
bility of a strike remains. 


Negotiators held their lith meeting 
Wednesday and planned a marathon 
bargaining session for Monday. All 
district teachers are scheduled to 
meet next Wednesday to vote on a 
tentative contract, if one has been 
prepared, or to decide their next step 
if one has not. 


“We’ve had a settlement (before 
school starts) as our goal all along,” 
Hugh Brady, a teacher negotiator, 
said. “I suspect we’ll know by the 
meeting on the 25th. We’re scheduled 
to go into the night at that session,” 
he added. “We hope to come out with 
a settlement.” 


Although both sides have met stead­ 
ily through the summer with no signs 
of talks breaking down, Brady said 
the possibility of a teachers’ strike re­ 
mains. 


“That’s one of the options we might 
consider. Ifs conceivable. The gener­ 
al membership could say ‘no contract, 
no work’,” Brady said. 


BOTH SIDES HAVE reported little 
about the negotiations thus far be­ 
cause of a mutually observed gag 
rule.

Ifs a sound reminder. Where there 
are house pets, fleas are attracted. 
Somehow they are kept under control 
by the presence of the animal. When 
the animal is absent, large colonies 
develop from eggs laid in the pet’s 
bedding, in lint and dust in cracks. 
Flea powders and collars are recom­ 
mended for use on the pets, but full 
spraying is needed with pesticides like 
malathion, methoxychlor, ronnel or 
pyrethrum. 
Some old-timers believe firm ly in 
s p r e a d i n g walnut tree branches 
around or dipping cotton balls in oil of 
eucalyptus and hanging them where 
fleas gather. Pretreatm ent as you 
suggest is a good idea.

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Answers to questions from readers 


As you know, I w ill attempt to an­ 
swer any question related to antiques 
or collecting, within the resources of 
my own library, the public library 
and various antiques periodicals to 
which I subscribe — plus the ever 
decreasing information I am able to 
store under my hat. No, actually, in­ 
formation on antiques seems to stay 
with me pretty well, but don’t ask me 
what I had for dinner last night. 


Sometimes a question from a reader 
requires a great deal of research, and 
even then my answer is a guarded 
one, padded with “ in general,” “ in 
my opinion” and other dodges. I have 
three questions which have come in 
recently, however, that I luckily was 
able to answer, and which may inter­ 
est others. 


Q: My teaset says “ silver on cop­ 
per” and my mother always said it 
was “ Sheffield.” It also has some In­ 
itials on the bottoms, B, S and C. Can 
you tell me if this is real silver? 


A: Sheffield silver is an old process, 
prior 
to 
the 
discovery 
of 
elec­ 
troplating, that is, prior to about 1840. 
Sheffield was made when a sheet of 
silver was melded to copper by rolling 
the heated metals. If a piece says 
“ Silver on copper” or anything sim­ 
ilar, it is electroplated, later than true 
Sheffield. The marks you mention 
stand for the Birmingham Silver Co., 
located in Brooklyn, N. Y., and ac­ 
cording to my book on silver, the 
company is still in business. 


Q: I have a vase left me by my 
aunt, and on the bottom it says “ Van 
Briggle, Colorado Springs, Colo.” How 
old is it, and is it valuable? 


A: The Van Briggle story is an in­ 
teresting and quite romantic one. In 
1887 Artus Van Briggle went to work 
as artist-decorator for the Rockwood 
Pottery in Cincinnati, Ohio. He quick­ 
ly became one of its most accom­ 
plished designers and artists and was 
sent to Paris for further study in 1894. 
He returned in the summer of 1896 
and remained at Rockwood for three 
more years. He had met Anne Greg­ 
ory in Paris and after a tempestuous 
engagement 
(lasting 
eight years), 
married her in 1903. But Artus had 
always suffered ill health and the 
young couple moved to Colorado 
Springs, Colo., where they started 
their own pottery, using the matt 
glaze technique he had perfected 
while at Rockwood. 


Artus died the next year, leaving 
the young widow to continue the potte­ 
ry alone, which she did, carrying on 
the experimentation with Colorado 
clays which Artus had begun, and the 
business expanded rapidly. It still 
flourishes today. The pottery has reg-

Favorite colors used were Tur­ 
quoise Ming and Persian Rose, both 
said to be inspired by the Colorado 
sunsets and the mountains. 


You did not state the size or type 
vase you have, but as an example, a 
12-inch vase, simply swirled in the Art 
Nouveau manner, would be priced in 
a shop at about $15-$20. 


Q: In one of your columns you 
mentioned that baskets are collec­ 
tible. We have an old rye winnowing 


basket that has been in my fam ily for 
about 50 years, perhaps longer. It is 
larger at both ends and small in the 
middle, and has a leather handle. Can 
you give me an approximate price on 
it? 


A: Yes, indeed, baskets are very 
big in the collecting world nowadays.

The analysis only 
lists the ingredients and not the 
percentage of the ingredients in 
the drug.

a highly informal, 
street-corner process, and thus 
the danger of “bad” drugs is al­ 
ways present. If this program 
can prevent a few of our chil­ 
dren from suffering severe phys­ 
ical or mental damage from bad 
drugs, then it will have served 
some purpose. 


But the need for such a pro­ 
gram goes beyond preventing an 
occasional death. What it also 
can accomplish is to put persons 
who use drugs in touch with per­ 
sons who can give them advice 
about the hazards of drug abuse. 
In this way, perhaps they’ll real­ 
ize that drugs are not the unal­ 
loyed pleasure trip that propo­ 
nents say they are. 
L a s t month the Regional 
Youth Services Bureau, which 
serves and is funded by Elk 
Grove, Palatine and Schaum­ 
burg townships, considered and 
rejected 
participation 
in 
the 
drug analysis program. That’s 
unfortunate. 


The Searle program’s nearest 
drop-off center is the Irene Jos- 
selyn Clinic in Northfield; only 
one local agency, the Spectrum 
Y o u t h 
Services Bureau in 
Schaumburg Township, has been 
using this center. 
In other words, most North­ 
west suburban persons have no 
convenient access to a system 
which can tell them what’s in 
that pill they’re about to pop into 
their mouths. 
It would be deceptive to con­ 
sider drug analysis as a cure-all 
for this society’s drug problems. 
Drug abuse, and the reasons for 
it, are far more complex than 
that. But what it does accom­ 
plish is to create a first step for 
persons to examine what they’re 
doing to themselves. If it respon­ 
sibly helps start this important 
process, then we support the 
program.

Ozone may be an irritant, or 
merely a long-term threat to the 
health of most people.

Measur­ 
ing the intensity in Chicago or 
Skokie gives Northwest subur­ 
ban residents only a rough ap­ 
proximation of the threat here, 
and we urge county officials to 
consider location of an ozone 
monitoring station in this area.

And Vikes want NFLPA’s Garvey out 
Connors settles; Alabama sues 


Jimmy Connors and the tennis establishment buried their hatch­ 
et, settling out of court for “a substantial amount” in the multi­ 
million dollar suits Connors had filed against the Association of 
Tennis Professionals (ATP). 
The University of Alabama filed suit against the NCAA in Tusca­ 
loosa Circuit Court to block recent legislation which limits the num­ 
ber of athletes on major college football teams. 
And, Minnesota Vikings* players, in an unprecedented move, 
have demanded the resignation of Ed Garvey as executive director 
of the National Football League Players’ Association (NFLPA). 
All of that occurred Friday in three major sports developments. 
They could find Connors competing for the U.S. Davis Cup team, 
Alabama continuipg to use 70 or 80 athletes per football contest and 
Garvey coming into hot water with many NFL teams. 
First, for Connors. This year’s Wimbledon runner-up and tennis’ 
top ranking male player settled nearly $18 million in suits for an 
amount which he and the ATP agreed not to disclose. 
The initial suit for $10 million came after Connors was barred 
from the 1974 French Open, thus preventing him from a chance to 
achieve the Grand Slam of Australia, France, Wimbledon and For­ 
est Hills. It would have given Connors a $100,000 bonus. He won the 
other three tournaments.

With his legal battles finished, Connors said he might now settle 
differences which have kept him away from the U.S. Davis Cup 
team. 
It’s a new legal war for Alabama and the NCAA, major govern­ 
ing body of collegiate athletics. 
Alabama is protesting new NCAA rules that would limit football 
teams to 60 players per home game and 48 on the road. Its suit 
challenges legality of two rules changes adopted by a special NCAA 
convention last week in Chicago. 
Southeastern Conference Commissioner Boyd McWhorter two 
days ago stated the SEC might leave the NCAA if some modi­ 
fication of new football rules is not worked out. Alabama is an SEC 
member. 
Coach Paul “Bear” Bryant is conducting practices as usual and 
indicated the Alabama Crimson Tide may lead a move to draw 
major college football schools away from the NCAA. 
Finally, NFL Players’ Association exec Garvey might soon watch 
his days become numbered. 
The Vikings met Thursday and in nearly unanimous voice, voted 
not to pay NFLPA dues or take any directions from Garvey. Player 
rep Ed White made the announcement Friday. 
Garvey has served four years in his position and last year re­ 
ceived $50,207 salary. He’s been at the forefront of controversial 
player contract freedom negotiations. 
It’s known that the NFLPA roams in dire financial straits. Gar­ 
vey, reached in New York, said he will remain on the job.

Lea Zikes... still the greatest 


Our good South American neighbor 
Venezuela, hotbed of insurgency, gov­ 
ernmental upheaval and other pleas­ 
antries, has been good to Les Zikes, 
allowing his skin to remain intact. 
Zikes well remembers his 1964 Ve­ 
nezuelan trip. That was for Zikes’ sec­ 
ond 
Federation Internationale 
des 
Quilleurs (FIQ) World bowling tour­ 
nament appearance. 
No doubt to preserve freedom of 
speech, the bowling lanes were out­ 
fitted with army guys packing all 
manner of rifles. 
And Zikes’ wife, Mary, wasn’t the 
least bit reassured when she noticed 
men with submachine guns lining 
t h e i r hotel roof. 
(“Rat-a-tat-tat, 
you’re history.” ) 
“A few weeks before we got there, I 
guess there’d been a bomb set off in 
the hotel,” Les said Thursday while 
awaiting the PBA Waukegan Open 
Pro-Am. 
“You know, Castro had a lot of men 
running in those hills. Guess he still 
does.” 
But 1964 was just a puppy-in-dis- 
guise compared to Les’ visit the fol­ 
lowing year when he teamed with Jim 
Stefanich of Joliet. 
The tournament was doubles for six 
games. Zikes remembers that mid­ 
way, he and Stefanich led by “200-to- 
300 pins,” couldn’t possibly be caught 
and were consistently rolling in the 
700s each. 
That’s when a native Venezuelan 
threw a first ball nine. And when the 
pinsetter dropped his 10th pin, the 
man began marking “X” for his 
score. 
Now, ant 55-handicap bowler knows 
you don’t keep the pins which get 
knocked over by a pinsetter. But it 
seems this fellow didn’t see it that 
way. And neither did his partial 
crowd. 
Or, for that matter, Stefanich. 
Zikes’ teammate popped up from 
his seat and began all manner of 
rules interpretations which had Les 
rather concerned because the crowd 
was becoming angry. 
“Here Stefanich and I are 200-to-300 
pins ahead of everybody and he ’s go­ 
ing to argue over one strike,” Les 
said. “I’m pulling him down, saying, 
‘Let them have it.’ ” 
As in, “I want my scalp.” 
“People get wild down there,” Les 
said. “They get strange and kill each 
other.” Ala, soccer crowds. 
Les, incidentally, ran off with indi­ 
vidual honors as the Zikes-Stefanich 
team won easily. And the same fans 
who became so irate at one little 
strike showed their appreciation for 
the American excellence. 
“You win one of those tournaments, 
they put you on the platform, play 
your national anthem and people look 
at you as if you’re a king,” Les said. 
“I got a standing ovation they said 
lasted five minutes. I don’t know. It 
seemed like forever. I’ll tell you, I 
was almost ha tears.” 
The non-professional career of this 
man from Palatine has been well 
documented before in these pages and 
others. 
Briefly, no man worldwide has ap­ 
proached the pinnacles Zikes attained 
during the mid-1960’s. His eight gold 


medals in FIQ World tournament 
competition is an awesome record 
which likely will never be tested. 
No man has ever won three Ameri­ 
can Bowling Congress tournament ti­ 
tles . . . except for Zikes at Des 
Moines (1962), Buffalo (1963) and 
Oakland (1964). 
And Zikes just keeps rolling in the 
ABC affairs. He won this year’s Clas­ 
sic Singles Championship in Dayton. 
There have been many other titles, 
so numerous that a listing would prob­ 
ably miss one or two. Let it suffice 
that Les Zikes will someday be a 
member of the ABC Hall of Fame. 
His name appears on this year’s 
ballot. If the bowling media doesn’t 
honor him this year, then perhaps 
next season. Or the next. But they will 
include his name or for our money, 
they’ll be making a great big mistake.

But ifs not probable. 
“Ifs been hinted to me that I will 
make it,” Les said at Waukegan, ob­ 
viously happy about the fact. “But I 
don’t know when. 
“That would be the biggest honor I 
could get. For some people, it might 
not mean anything. But what more 
could I do than make the Hall of 
Fame?” 
Les, manager of Beverly Lanes in 
Arlington Heights, traded his ama­ 
teur’s status seven years ago for a 
spot on the PBA tour. His only pro 
win was at the 1969 Waukegan Open. 
Zikes used to say he wouldn’t like 
the travel. But ifs growing on him. 
Waukegan is his 20th tourney this 
year. He’s cashed more than $12,000, 
nearly double last year’s figure. 
Most 
important, 
Zikes says his 
game is stronger than ever, that he’s 
made a few changes, no longer throws 
that slow hook and has taken off some 
speed. He’s also made a couple finger 
adjustments and now finds better con­ 
trol. 
Les will be 41 in October. There 
could be big dollar years ahead yet. 
“Sure, I’d like a year of $40,OM or 
$50,000 and deep down, I think I can 
do it or I wouldn’t be out here,” Les 
said over a drained coke. “Even 
$15,00 or $20,000 would be niceifl 
can just break loose.” 
But when you’ve bowled nearly 30 
years like Zikes, there’s something 
besides money. It’s also love for the 
game. And his greatest game thus far 
remains those FIQ tournaments . . . 
those eight gold medals. 
“Money is a way of eating,” Les 
said. “I guess there was more pres­ 
sure on the U.S. team. Out here, 
you’re only hurting yourself. Then, I 
represented the whole United States.”

As the tired fish rose again, I hefted 
it from the water with a thumb and 
finger hold on the lower lip. I quickly 
unhooked it, then released it back into 
the pond. 
“That was a decent fish for this 
small pond,” my fishing partner Bob

Schedule teal season 


A special teal season has been 
set for Illinois hunters Sept. 13-21. 


Hunters will be allowed to take 
four blue-winged, green-winged or 
cinnamon teal during the nine-day 
season, and have eight in posses­ 
sion after opening day. Hunting 
hours are 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily. 


“The special teal season is an 
outcome of the four waterfowl 
public hearings held in June,” 
Tony Dean, director of the De­ 
partment of Conservation said. 
“Hunters at several of the meet­ 
ings were outspoken in favor of 
the special season and at Carbon­ 


dale, they were overwhelmingly 
in favor ot it.” 
Dean pointed out that teal usul- 
ly migrate through Illinois before 
main waterfowl flocks and hunt­ 
ers often have no chance to har­ 
vest this species. 
Waterfowlers are cautioned to 
sharpen their waterfowl identi- 
fiction during the early teal sea­ 
son. Hunters harvesting other spe­ 
cies during the teal season face 
heavy court fines. 
All hunters must possess a valid 
Illinois hunting license and a 1975 
Federal Migratory Bird Hunting 
Stamp if 16 years of age or older.

It’s enough to drive 
some fishermen buggy 


caught in our trip to several Illinois 
farm ponds, but they all got the same 
reward for their fights — freedom. 


More anglers throughout the coun­ 
try are beginning to realize the impor­ 
tance of releasing fish, especially on 
small bodies of water. In farm ponds, 
such as the ones we were fishing, 
heavy angling pressure can quickly 
eliminate the fish population. 
■ In Illinois, most land is privately 
owned and anglers must have per­ 
mission to fish private ponds just as 
they need permission to hunt such 
land. The greedy fisherman soon finds 
he is not welcome on any land, and 
besides making enemies of land own­ 
ers, he destroys the sport for others. 
Anglers can be valuable in pre­ 
venting ponds from becoming over- 
populated with fish. But care also 
must be taken to insure that small 
bodies of water retain a good breed­ 
ing stock. 
T h e r e f o r e , if the land owner 
requests that all fish caught be re­ 
leased back into the pond, the angler 
should respect those wishes. 
The catch and release system also 
is becoming more popular on large 
bodies of water. For many, simply 
catching fish is satisfaction enough, 
and large stringers aren’t needed to 
prove one’s ability. 
Improved photography equipment 
also has played an important role in 
getting anglers to release more trophy 
fish. Easy to use cameras enable fish­ 
ing companies to permanently record 
each other’s trophies as soon as they 
are caught. The picture eliminates the 
need to keep the fish, and it can be 
released for the enjoyment of others. 
Some lakes and ponds are difficult 
to get to, and never receive enough 
fishing pressure to damage fish popu­ 
lations. But others — especially those 
within reasonable driving distance of 
large metropolitan areas — often are 
heavily fished. 
Anglers may never completely fish 
out a large lake, but they certainly 
can remove a major portion of the big 
fish population if they work at it. 
Southern impoundments hold up bet­ 
ter to heavy fishing pressure because 
the year around growing season con­ 
tinually produces a stock of big fish. 
However, in northern lakes, where 
the growing season is shorter, it takes 
a lot longer for fish to grow to lunker 
size and replace those caught.

Years ago a fisherman who ven­ 
tured into the swamps of the South, or 
onto the pine-fringed lakes of the 
northern states and Canada, took with 
him a small bottle of pine-tar oil and 
some high hopes that the sticky liquid 
would provide brief periods of free­ 
dom from insects. 


If he was lucky, the smelly con­ 
coction worked for a while. More of­ 
ten, the angler spent his time between 
casts swatting at mosquitos, no-see- 
ums, black gnats, and an occasional 
deer-fly. And when things got too bad, 
he’d pour a little more oil into the 
palm of his hand and hastily spread it 
on face, neck, arms and hands. 


T o d a y , thankfully, things have 
changed. The bugs are still around, 
and in plentiful numbers, but the wiz­ 
ardry of chemical engineering has 
produced a group of insect repellents 
that really works. Still, ifs not pleas­ 
ant to have a mosquito zipping 
a r o u n d three inches from your 
ear waiting for the repellent to wear 
off so he can zoom in and hit the tar­ 
get. 


Insect repellent sprays or oils 
should be applied to clothing rather 
than to your skin. Sweat soon breaks 
down the composition of the repellent 
and it quickly becomes ineffective. It 
will last much longer when applied to 
cloth, so a long-sleeved shirt, trou­ 
sers, and a hat make sense when in 
mosquito country. 


Boat campers should pitch their 
tent where the wind blows. Stay away 
from heavily-forested areas, and try 
to find a site where the prevailing 
breeze is from the water. 


Campfire smoke also helps keep 
bugs away. Although no one likes to 
be in the direct path of smoke, you 
can locate the fire so smoke from it 
will drift through the campsite. 


Spray the inside of your tent with 
insect repellent about 30 minutes be­ 
fore going to bed. This will rid it of 
any mosquitos that may have sneaked 
in and are waiting, and will provide 
relief most of the night.

Pedal-operated coaster brakes 
are only for small children who 
lack the necessary strength to ac­ 
tuate hand levers. They are hard 
to control 
and 
can 
lock 
a 
wheel, causing a skid. They do not 
have actual stopping power. 


Hand-operated caliper brakes 
are commonly used on less costly 
bikes. They are somewhat incon­ 
sistent in performance, although 
they will work if kept in constant 
adjustment. 


Center-pull brakes are better 
because they pull from the center 
they work in balance, and are 
more even, precise and powerful. 
They are also more reliable and 
require less maintenance than 
side-pull brakes. 


There are two types of rims, 
those for use with wire-on or 
“clincher” tires, and those for 
sew-up or tubular tires. Clincher 


tires are the best choice for all- 
around urban use, as they are 
h e a v i e r , more durable, and 
easiest to repair. 


Tubular tires are lighter and of­ 
fer less rolling resistance. They 
are common on big quality bikes. 
They also cost more and get 
punctures more easily. 


Because the tube is sewn into 
the tire it is impractical to repair 
on the road, necessitating the car­ 
rying of whole spare tires (at $7 
to $10 each) which must be glued 
to the rim. Clincher tires, avail­ 
able everywhere, are the only sen­ 
sible choice. 


Rims are either of aluminum al­ 
loy or steel. Less costly bikes fea­ 
ture steel rims, which are the 
most durable and the heaviest. 


Better bikes feature aluminum 
alloy rims which are lighter but of 
course more fragile. Really brutal 
riding over bumpy terrain may 
require steel rims but I have 
found the alloy wheels are entire­ 
ly satisfactory. 


Hubs also come in steel or 
aluminum alloy. They may use 
conventional bolts, requiring the 
use of a wrench to remove the 
wheel, or quick-release levers 
which work instantly. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


Bryant, who called defensive sig­ 
nals for four years in college, was as­ 
signed the task of calling them for the 
Bears too, and that became a prob­ 
lem.

After President Ford’s honeymoon 
with the American people a year ago, 
number of observers began to feel 
that the doors of Ford’s promised 
“open administration” were swinging 
shut. 
But one group that does share that 
view is the religious community. 
“This President’s style is very un­ 
usual — we’ve never had anything 
like it before,” according to Mary 
Cooper of the National Council of 
Churches’ Washington office. 
IN JANUARY, Ford ended a virtual 
lock-out of mainline church leaders 
from access to the administration — 
brought about primarily from the 
churches’ overwhelming opposition to 
the war in Vietnam — and met with 
the leadership of the 31 member Na­ 
tional Council. 
In the half year since that meeting, 
according to NCC officials, there have 
been more Ford invitations to the 
council than occurred during the 
whole of the previous decade. 
In addition, Ford held an unprece­ 
dented meeting with a group of the 
nation’s Roman Catholic hierarchy, 
led by Archbishop Joseph Bernardin 
of Cincinnati, president of the Nation­ 
al Conference of Catholic bishops.

approached the White House to make 
known their views on the world food

Bernardin, at the time, character­ 
ized the meeting as “positive and cor­ 
dial.” 
The refugee problem — the resettle­ 
ment of Vietnamese who fled South 
Vietnam when the Thieu government 
collapsed last April — has been the 
catalyst for much of the adminis- 
tration-church interaction. 


CHURCHES HAVE been the leading 
voluntary agencies in the resettlement 
process and thus have had to work 
closely with administration officials. 
High level NCC officials have been 
invited to White House briefings on 
the 
refugee 
resettlement 
program 
and National Council president W. 
Sterling Cary has been 
named 
to 
Ford’s advisory committee on refu­ 
gees — something that would have 
been unheard of during the term of 
Richard Nixon. 
The open door policy of the adminis­ 
tration, however, does not mean that 
all is sweetness and light. 
NCC officials make it clear White 
House or administration policies are 
frequently at odds with official church 
positions on issues. 


THE REV. JOVELINO Ramos, as­ 
sistant general secretary for the Com­ 
mission on Justice, Liberation and 
Human Fulfillment, for example, told 
of one White House session where he 
was “glad I had the opportunity” to 
hear the administration’s plan to 
solve the unemployment problem. 
Then he added: “The truth of the 
matter, transparent in the answers to 
this question which was raised many 
times, is that the administration has 
no plan at all.”

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The Chicago South Shore & South Bend rolls down the middle of the street in Michigan City, Ind. 
Riding 
the old South Shore

Few people would remember the in­ 
auspicious beginnings 
of the 
Chicago 
South Shore & South Bend R.R. in 1909, 
when electric railroads were at their hey­ 
day and the fastest way between two cities 
was by train. 
Today the heyday is long over and the 
Chicago South Shore & South Bend line is 
alone, the last electric interurban railway 
operating in the Midwest. Vintage cars 
still rattle along the old Illinois-Central 
electric-line tracks carrying sleepy-eyed 
commuters and wide-eyed train nuts from 
Chicago to South Bend, with stops in more 
than two dozen small towns along the 
route. 
For $6.10, round trip, you can spend a 
pleasant Saturday or Sunday riding a bit 
of history through the fields and coun­ 
tryside of Illinois and Indiana. 
My husband, an incurable railroad buff, 
and I for sometime had planned to take a 
round trip on the line, one of two electric 
interurban lines operating in the country. 


The other is Philadelphia South Suburban 
Transportation Co. 
SO AT NOON on a bright Sunday we 
boarded the train at the Randolph Street 
station in Chicago. We had already photo­ 
graphed the outside of the ancient-looking 
vehicle, including the pantograph — the 
train’s trolley-like apparatus. Inside, a 
quaint upturned water jug lent an addi­ 
tional air of “yesteryear.” 
As the train set off a bearded, fortyish 
man came racing up the aisle with his 
young son to look down the tracks from 
the front door window, pointing out to the 
youngster where the old 12th Street sta­ 
tion had been and other facts long lost to 
the average young Chicagoan. 
From the start the Chicago Lake Shore 
& South Bend (the original name of the 
line) was beset by problems in an era when 
other interurbans were booming. By 1925 
it had almost gone down the drain but was 
rescued by Chicago utilities magnate Sam­ 
uel Insult, who also owned the Chicago 
North Shore and Milwaukee and the Chi­ 


cago, Aurora and Elgin electric lines. He 
changed the name to Chicago South Shore 
& South Bend and replaced the old wood­ 
en cars with 68 new steel ones. 
After Insult saved it, the line began 
making spectacular profits which contin­ 
ued until the Depression, when it went 
into receivership and was reorganized by 
Jay Samuel H artt. The postwar commuter 
boom in the South Shore industrial com­ 
munities helped the train to thrive once 
again. Passenger business was so good it 
provided half the company’s revenues, 
with freight bringing in the other half. 
EVEN W ITH the onslaught of the au­ 
tomobile 
industry 
and 
superhighways, 
“the little train that could” was running 
20 times a day between Chicago and South 
Bend as late as 1960 and 34 times to Gary. 
Today the train travels 90 miles of track 
between Chicago and South Bend — 21 
miles in Illinois, 69 in Indiana. In the 
1940s some of the cars were lengthened 
and modernized, but you can still find a 
car with the original 1926 style. 


After what seems like a short distance 
out of the Randolph Street station the 
train passes through historic Pullman, past 
the strangely gothic factory where the late 
railroad czar produced his famous Pullman 
sleeper cars. 
On into Indiana, the interurban makes 
stops in East Chicago, Gary and Ham­ 
mond, paralleling the toll road for a time, 
and then following the curve of Lake 
Michigan. The land outside the window 
becomes sandy and hilly as the train trav­ 
els by the Indiana Dunes State Park. 
It was along here that one of Amtrak’s 
sleek, new turboliners whizzed by our 
half-century-old electric train, one of many 
moments of contrast on the trip. 
THE HIGH PO IN T of this excursion 
into the past comes in Michigan City, 
Ind., where the train still passes through 
town on tracks in the middle of the street. 
It is the essence of the interurban-streetcar 
experience — a train that shares tree-lined 
avenues with automobiles, stops at red

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HOW TO PACK 
A BACKPACK 


Backpacking — 
only if you’re

The call of a soaring eagle, haunting 
screech of an owl, thunderous commotion 
of an approaching rapids echoing across 
unspoiled land are the sounds that lure 
more people into the wilderness each year. 
It is a wilderness that can be reached 
only by foot or paddle and has not been 
‘ ravaged by modern civilization. It is a 
wilderness that awakens one’s senses and 
creates an awareness of one’s environment 
and self. 
Wilderness camping isn’t easy. It is 
walking or paddling miles with heavy 
loads and making and breaking camp each 
day. Yet backpacking and canoeing are 
two of the fastest growing sports. 
“ It’s the challenge of testing yourself — 
placing yourself in a situation of individual 
sport. I t’s being able to accomplish some­ 
thing that not everyone else has,” says 
Bob Kaiser, backpacking manager for As­ 
pen Ski and Sport stores who has been 
backpacking for IO years. 
The fascination of carrying the necessi­ 
ties on your back and being totally 
self-sufficient lured Michelle Fort of the 
Great Lakes Chapter of the Sierra Club 
into backpacking about three years ago. A 
camper all her life, she was anxious to get 
away from “who’s got the marshmallows” 
and try something more primitive. 
For Wayne Quillico of Des Plaines it 
was the chance “to identify with a more 
primitive way of life.” 
And for all it is an escape — an escape 
from city life and day-to-day routine. Kai­ 
ser estimates only I per cent of the popu­ 
lation has been in a true wilderness area, 
but the number is growing. 
“Young moderns,” who Randy Fort, ac­ 
tivities chairman of the Great Lakes Chap­ 
ter of the Sierra Club, classifies as those in 
their 20s and 30s concerned with “in 
things” are leading the way. But he says 
more families backpack every year. 
As the interest grows so does the num­ 
ber of wilderness survival classes. The 
classes not only teach people how to sur­ 
vive but also how to preserve the wilder­ 
ness so others can enjoy it. 
The Forts teach backpacking courses in 
the spring and summer, and winter camp­ 
ing and cross-country skiing courses in the 
winter at Central YMCA Community Col­ 
lege, Chicago. Fort estimates classes can 
save the beginner one year’s experience. 
“ I made so many mistakes when I was 
first starting and I don’t want everyone to 
have to go through what I did,” says Fort. 
“The important thing is to get people in 
the right frame of mind. People are so 
urbanized it is hard for them to use com­ 
mon sense.” 
Quillico offers canoe instruction at his 
new store, Pack and Paddle, Libertyville. 
“We try to get people to the point where 
they understand what they are doing so 
they can do it with pleasure,” Quillico 
says. While classes are recommended there 
also are a wide variety of books on wilder­ 
ness camping. 
Backpacking and canoeing do not offer 
much room for mistakes. W ithout proper 
know-how a trip can be miserable. 
One danger in the wilderness is running 
up against a dangerous animal and al­ 
though chances are minimal, even Kaiser 
admits he has been chased up a tree by a 
bear. The best protection is a clean camp 
site. Food containers should be burned or 
cleaned out after they are used and food 
should be kept tied in trees, Quillico ad­ 
vises. 
Another danger to campers is hypo­ 
thermia, an excessive loss of body heat 
caused by exertion and exposure to the

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environment. The best cure is to get some­ 
thing hot into the person’s body as quick 
as possible, Quillico says. 
Bringing along the wrong kind of food 
can ruin anyone’s camping trip since noth­ 
ing beats good food and plenty of it after a 
long day of walking or paddling through 
wilderness terrain. 
The task of converting part of one’s load 
into an appealing meal has been greatly 
simplified with advances in freeze-dried 
and dehydrated foods. Anything from the 
standard fare of meat and potatoes to beef 
stroganoff can be prepared in minutes by 
adding boiling water. For the gourmet 
camper the range of dishes is almost limit­ 
less with a little improvisation. 
Food that is freeze dried retains more of 
its natural nutrients than dehydrated food 
but it is also very expensive. Before spend­ 
ing a lot of money on freeze-dried foods 
take a trip to the grocery store and check 
the shelves. 
Supermarket foods ideal for wilderness 
camping include powdered fruit drinks; in­ 
stant hot cereals, milk, soups, pudding, 
pancake and potatoes; mixes requiring 
only water; hard sausages and cheeses; 
dried fruits; nuts; candy; beans; rice, 
crackers and one-pot main meals with tex­ 
tured vegetable protein. Some wilderness 
areas will not allow food in nonburnable 
containers, so check the packages. 
The average person can be fed on two 


pounds of freeze-dried food and 3,000 ca­ 
lories a day. A balanced diet of carbohy­ 
drates, protein and starches should be 
planned to provide necessary energy. 
Suggested breakfasts include fruit or 
juice, cereal or pancakes and ham, bacon 
or eggs. Lunch is usually crackers, sausage 
and cheese along the trail. Dinners include 
soup, a main dish with meat and a starchy 
substance, vegetable and dessert. 
Before setting off for the wilderness on 
your own, try one of the planned wilder­ 
ness weekend outings where beginners can 
pick up basic skills. The Sierra Club, 
American Youth Hostels, Prairie State Ca­ 
noeists, Chicago Whitewater Club and sev­ 
eral camping stores conduct weekend trips. 
The Midwest offers some of the finest 
wilderness areas for both backpackers and 
canoers. Favorite backpacking spots in­ 
clude Isle Royale National Park and Por­ 
cupine Mountain Wilderness State Park, 
both in Michigan. The Canadian Bound­ 
ary Waters in northern Minnesota and On­ 
tario and Sylvania Recreation Area in the 
Ottawa National Forest of Michigan are 
favorite spots for canoeists. 
Spots closer to the Northwest suburbs 
for shorter trips include Shawnee National 
Forest in southern Illinois, the Wolf River 
in Wisconsin, the Sugar Creek area of In­ 
diana, White Pines State Park in western 
Illinois and the Kettle Moraine area in 
W isconsin.

Trail meals made easy 


Meals need not be boring out on the wilderness trail. Some of the 
author’s favorite recipes include: 


GORP 
A trail mix 
One pound of M & Ms 
One pound of white raisins 
One pound of salted peanuts 
Mix them together and you have a delicious snack for munching on 
the trail. If you substitute cashews for the peanuts you have lurp. 


SPLIT PEA SOUP 
1 cup finely ground split peas 
3 cups cold water 
2 tsp. dried salad mix 
Va cup ham-flavored texturized vegetable protein 
Salt and pepper 
Mix all ingredients together and bring to a boil for two to three 
minutes. 


HEARTY LENTIL SOUP 
I cup lentils soaked for Vi hour 
2M> cups water 
1 lA tbs. onion flakes 
2 tsp. vegetable flakes 
Salt and pepper 
Mix the ingredients together and bring to a boil. Let simmer until 
the soup thickens. 


BANNOCK 
I cup biscuit mix 
Va cup cold water (enough to knead the dough stiff) 
Knead the dough and flatten into Vfc-inch round. Place in greased 
frying pan, brown on both sides and bake slowly for Vi hour. 
As for cooking equipment, three nesting kettles with tops that can 
double as frying pans and plates are all that is needed. A small stove 
that can fit right inside the nesting kettles is a good idea since fires may 
bf prohibited in wilderness areas if there has been a drought. 
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A wilderness trip, no m atter how spec­ 
tacular the scenery, can be sheer misery 
without the proper equipment. 
Beginners have a tendency to load up on 
non-essential paraphernalia that only adds 
weight to the pack. The best advice on 
selecting equipment is to keep it light, 
comfortable and at a bare minimum. 
Borrowing or renting is recommended 
for beginners until they get a feel for the 
different type of equipment that is avail­ 
able and the type of camping they enjoy. 
Outfitting a person for the wilderness 
will cost between $150 and $500 depending 
on the type of camping planned. It is best 
to go to a store that specializes in wilder­ 
ness equipment and has trained salesmen 
when buying equipment. Among those in 
the Northwest suburbs are Sports Chalet 
in the Randhurst Shopping Center, Mount 
Prospect, and Aspen Ski and Sport, in Ar­ 
lington Heights. 
THE NEED to shop around and talk to 
people who know about different types of 
equipment cannot be overemphasized. One 
friend walked into a popular sporting 
goods store looking for a backpacking 
stove and the salesman tried to sell him a 
two-burner Coleman stove. A fine stove 
but not for backpacking. 
Boots are the most important piece of 
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C am p stove makes cooking easy 
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A quick meal 


equipment, followed by sleeping bags and 
packs. 
“You just can’t do much walking with­ 
out the proper boot,” says Bob Kaiser, 
backpacking manager for Aspen Ski and 
Sport stores. “Backpackers are carrying 25 
to 60 pounds and the pack creates an 
off-balance situation. If you do not have a 
boot that gives the proper support you can 
injure yourself and the foot will fatigue 
very quickly.” 


“The type of boot depends on the type 
of backpacking planned,” Kaiser says, ad­ 
ding that good boots run between $40 and 
$65. 
Things to consider when buying a boot 
are the purpose, construction materials, 
workmanship and most important — the 
fit. 
MOST HIKING boots are about six 
inches tall, weigh between four and five 
pounds, have a lugged sole and leather top. 
Kaiser’s advice when buying boots is to 
look at the following.* 
Sole - most are Vibram and the lug. 
should be well spaced and deep for better 
traction and to prevent particles from get­ 
ting caught.

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lights and pulls up in front of a landmark 
station in the middle of downtown. 
We had noticed several onlookers during 
the trip taking pictures of our train as it 
went by, but here in Michigan City, where 
the old interurban is still a daily sight, 
people working in their yards or walking 
on the sidewalks do not even look up as it 
goes by. 
Beyond Michigan City, the countryside 
becomes serenely pastoral, and the neatly 
planted fields and old farmhouses make it 
easy to imagine one is riding this train 
back in its heyday. 
Two hours after it leaves the Chicago 
station, the South Shore interurban pulls 
into South Bend, the end of the line. U n­ 
fortunately, the end of the line now' is on 
the outskirts of town instead of dowrntowrn. 
The street tracks were pulled up there 
about five years ago and the new station 
built at the edge of town. 
T H E R E , T H E faithful and efficient in­ 
terurban must leave its passengers to take 
buses or taxis to their final destinations. 
On a Sunday, the only choice is a taxi, 
which cost us nearly the equivalent of a 
whole one-way train fare for a 10-minute 
ride into town. 
With 2Vfc hours until the next train de­ 
parts for Chicago — or 41/ft hours until the 
last train back — what is there to do in 
South Bend? One possibility is to visit 
Notre Dame University. 


The park-like grounds with two lakes 
are an attractive setting for a summer 
stroll, and a visitor information booth pro­ 
vides a guide to the many historic as well 
as artistic contemporary buildings on the 
campus. 
Other points of interest in South Bend: 
a newly created downtown mall, canoeing 
on the St. Joseph River and South Bend’s 
now-famous Bicentennial fireplugs painted 
to look like American Revolution soldiers. 
One must take care, however, in these 
days of modern transportation, to allow 
plenty of time for taking a bus or taxi back 
to the train station. If you should miss the 
train due to tardiness on the part of these 
other vehicles, the Greyhound Bus will 
bring you back to Chicago — for twice the 
fare of the train. 
B U T T H E train’s low fare is reportedly 
taking its toll. Commuters still use the line 
as do out-of-town Loop shoppers and base­ 
ball fans. But other electric trains have 
gone out of business because people would 
rather drive from city to city than take a 
train. In the past the freight carried by the 
line has made up some of the deficit but 
officials do not know' how long that can 
last. 
“ I don’t think the South Shore line has 
set any date for going out of business or 
thinks of it that way,” says R. D. Bunton, 
manager of passenger traffic. 
He said the Illinois Dept, of T rans­ 
portation and the Regional Transportation

S h an k - steel, wood and nylon shanks 
are the choices. 
Welt - Norwegian and Goodyear welt 
construction are the best for attaching the 
sole to the upper part of the boot. 
U p p er p art o f boot - full grain cow­ 
hide in one-piece is best. 
Good hiking boots can be resoled and 
last for years with proper care. 
Down-filled mummy bags are the most 
popular sleeping bags for wilderness camp­ 
ers. They offer the most insulation for a 
given amount of weight, compress to less 
volume, take up less floor space and fit 
closer to the body to let in less cold air. 
The disadvantages of down bags are the 
cost and loss of all insulation if they get 
wet. 
Synthetic bags are becoming more popu­ 
lar because they can be purchased at half 
the cost of a down bag in a comparable 
comfort range, Kaiser says. 


CONSTRUCTION FACTORS to coil 
sider in selecting a sleeping bag are: 
• Zippers should have a draft tube to 
prevent air from coming in. 
• Seams for the baffles should not go 
directly through both layers of nylon be­ 
cause cold air can get in. Slant tube con­ 
struction is most popular. 
• The nylon should not be waterproof 
because body moisture must be able to 
escape. 
As with most equipment, individual 
needs and preferences are the most impor­ 
tant factors in choosing a pack. 
Kaiser says to look at the way it fits the 
body. “ Most of the weight should be sup­ 
ported by the hips. You don’t want a pack 
where you are carrying the weight on your 
shoulders,” he says. 


Sturdy boots are a necessity 


Soft backs (no exterior metal frame) 
have become very popular. They have the 
advantage over a regular pack of holding 
the weight close to the body to minimize 
weight shifting, which throws a person off 
balance. They also have a greater capacity 
and enable the person to carry heavier 
loads. A big disadvantage is there is no 
room between the pack and the body to 
allow for ventilation.

One of the finest young players in the 
world and a potential world champion is 
Lubomir Ljubojevic of Yugoslavia. This 
grandmaster of chess catapulted himself 
into world renown in the 1973 interzonals 
in Leningrad, when as an unheralded dark- 
horse, he grabbed an early lead. He sub­ 
sequently fizzled out in that competition, 
but carried the better part of that in­ 
spiration into the next year of play (1974), 
when he won three out of four inter­ 
national tournaments. 
Ljubojevic is a highly original attacking 
player, who surprises again and again with 
unique ingenuity. He senses attacking pos­ 
sibilities, which are first unanticipated, 
and then uncomprehended by his oppo­ 
nents. The result for them is often a de- 
fosclo 
THOUGH I HAD been apprised of his 
ability, it was nevertheless an eve opener 
for me to see his most recent efforts from 
the 1975 Las Palmas Tournament, which 
he won ahead of two former world cham­ 
pions, Tai and Petrosian. 
His play was incredible! 
Take for example his game with Pomar. 
Lubomir, it seems, overreached himself 
with bewildering and furious innovations. 
(See Diagram I). He is behind in mate­ 
rial (two rooks for a queen and knight), 
but has some dangerous threats. 
Pomar played I. . . . N-Q4? and aftqr 2. 
R-N7 check, K-Bl; 3. R -N l, P(KB3); 4. 
RxKRP, Q-K4?; 5. R-N8 check!, black 
resigned. (5. . . . QxR loses to 6. R-N8 
check, etc.) 
In another game, lightning in the form 
of L. Ljubojevic struck again. In Dia­ 
gram 
2 
(against Olafsson), 
Lubomir 
played I. B-KB3! and black is lost! (For 
example, if I. . . . R-R2; 2. PxP, NxP; and 
3. B-N7 wins the exchange.) 
Olafsson elected to play I. . . . N-K4, 
but after 2. BxN, BxB; 3. PxP, R-R2; 4. 
PxP . . . , white was two pawns ahead with 
an easy win. 
IN THE THIRD and last game we will 
consider, Ljubojevic annihilates Henrique 
Mecking of Brazil. 
The position after white’s 21st move es­ 
pecially 
deserves 
consideration. 
(Play 
through the score.) Black is in a dilemma. 
His rook is under attack, but if he moves it 
to N2 or B2, he faces a terrific assault 
beginning with I. B-R5. 
As it was played white won easily. Our 
young Yugoslav hero deserves great admi­ 
ration for presenting his opponents with 
such difficult problems. 
He adds a new dimension to contempo­ 
rary chess.

Furthermore, they should do just 
that most of the time. 
South’s four-heart opening was super­ 
sound. Even though North had dealt and 
passed there might well be a slam in the 
cards. 
Actually, the way the cards lay there 
was no play for the game. This didn’t keep 
South from making it with a little help 
from West. 
He won the club lead and played three 
rounds of trumps. East discarded a couple 
of clubs. Then South led his king of dia­ 
monds. West looked the card over with 
disdain and played low. A second diamond 
was led and West had to take his ace. That 
left him on lead with no lead to make. A 
spade would set up South’s king, or a club 
would give a trick to dummy’s ace. 
If West had thought things out thor­ 
oughly he would have seen that the correct 
play would be to take the ace of diamonds 
and lead a diamond right back. 
This play would succeed against the ac­ 
tual holding or if South held the doubleton 
king-queen of diamonds. It would lose only 
if South held king-queen-small.
